Edelen’s corner on the Springfield anti Lebanon pike; thence a straight line to 
Campbell and Bottom’s and W. F. Booker's farm line at the Loretto pike; thence 
a straight line to the Cartwright Creek bridge on the Springfield and St. Rose 
pike; thence a straight line to the two mile stone on the Springfield and Bards¬ 
town pike, the beginning.

The more you fuss over your advertising copy the 
poorer the result. It isn’t a job to stutter about or to 
apologize for or to burn midnight oil ovei^. If you 
want to make an advertising hit all you nej^l to do 
is to talk to the reader of the newspaper as you talk 
across the counter to a customer. 

Two Irishmen chased a wild-cat up a tree. Pat 
went up to shake him off while Mike remained below 
to catch him when he fell. Both were successful, but 
Mike and the wild-cat w£re soon in a rough and 
tumble scrap below. Pat called out "Shall Oi come 
douwn an’ help you howld him, Mike?"

Advertising is. a wild-cat up a tree. Once you 
have shaken him off, the problem of "letting go" is 
quite as difficult as the problem of "howlding on."

It rarely pays to splurge. Make your appropria¬ 
tion deliberately and carefully. Prepare good copy. 
Advertise continuously; every day or at least every 
week. Your store is the seed or the plant. The 
advertising is the rain and the sunshine. You can’t 
rush the growth. It may take weeks or months to 
produce flowers or fruit.

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A QUACK GRASS WARNING. 

A reader of a cvutral Iowa paper In 
which these notes appear regularly 
contribute* to Its column a very timely 
article touching the need of greater 
precaution with n view to preventing 
the spread of the quack grass pest 
He points out the danger, previously 
emphasized In these notes, of allowing 
the grass to seed nloug highways, 
fence rows and lu vacant lots because 
of the possibility of a subsequent 
spread of the seed In the form of litter 
or manure to gardens and farm lands 
In the vicinity He attributes the 
rapid spread of the gross In his own 
and other localities to the careless way 
lu which hay Is made of the roadside 
grasses after the qnaek grass Is beaded 
out, the same being used on the farms 
of the abutting landowners or sold and | 
fed out In other localities. He asserts 
that the man who would set his barn 
afire Is a gentleman compared with 
one who would knowingly sell him hay 
containing mack grass seed. As a re¬ 
sult of ten years’ experience with the 
pest he recommends summer fallow¬ 
ing of the land that is Infested with 
the grass, with disking ns often as 1 
nny of it shows head above ground, a 
deep plowing of the land In the fall 
and the growing of corn the next two 
years, with the cleanest and most care- | 
ful cultivation possible. Even with j 
this method tufts of the grass are like¬ 
ly to l*e fonnd at the roots of the com 
In the fall of the second year, wher 
they should be dug up by hand, roof 
and all. and burned. He estimates that 
the value of land thoroughly infested j 
with quack grass Is decreased one- | 
half. The danger from the source In | 
dlcated can hardly be overemphasized. 
Every fanner should be keenly alive j 
to the situation.

Among jicwerful agencies which are 
taking up the matter of forest planting 
and preservation In a practical and 
effective manner Is the Pennsylvania 
railroad. The demand for lumber to

Cantaloupe growers In portions of 
southern California report serious dam¬ 
age to this year's crop as a result of 
the devastation of the cantaloupe lice, 
which have killed all the vines in cer¬ 
tain sections. 

In times of drought the work of wa¬ 
tering the garden can often be most 
easily done by frequent and thorough 
cultivations or hoelngs. This keeps 
the surface mellow, with the result \ 
that moisture in nmple quantities is 
pumped up from the subsoil and made 
available for the thirsty plants. 

In a recent installment of these 
notes tansy was recommended ns con¬ 
sidered effective by some In driving 
ants from the food -cupboards. WbU' 
this nray be true of the smaller black 
and red ants. It Is not so of tbe large 
black variety which still raid the 
sugar box, feeding on the sugar by day 
and roosting on tbe tansy at night. 

It is a fair assumption that if the 
man enjoys and is refreshed by a drink 
of cool water lu baying time and har¬ 
vest his horses, which naualiy work 
as hard as he. take about the same 
view of the matter. The enreful driver 
will see that they get a sip of water 
once or twir - between feeds during the 
hot days. They will enjoy the water 
and work the better for It. 

An even .more toothsome dish than 
the fine peas and string beans from 
the family garden are the green lima 
beans when one has the good fortune 
to raise them. Only a small per cent 
of the seed plauted germinates and 
grows, nnd this tends to discourage one 
1 in raising them. But where plenty of 
I seed Is planted, the bushes given thor¬ 
ough hoeing and the weather being 
warm and favorable one will get 
enongh of the big greou pods to more 
than pay for the trouble. 

Reiiorts from the whole country 
show that tbe condition of tbe apple 
crop on July 1 was 57.6 per cent as 
' compared with 66 per cent on June 1 
and 41 per cent on July -1, 1907. nnd 
6£3 per cent, the ten year average for 
July l. This would seem to Indicate

, nevertheless^ Tar enough below the 
average so as to Insure a good price 
for all good fruit. It will be well for 
j the apple grower to keep the crop sit 
I uation In mind when closing deals for 
the Rale of his apples this fall. 

I The laws in n number of states re¬ 
quiring the cutting of weeds along the 
j roadsides b.v tbe abutting property 
l owners or road supervisors specify 
July 15 and Aug. .15 as the Interval 
In which tills work should be done. 
This is probably better than no regula¬ 
tion at all. simply from the standpoint 
of the looks of tbe road, but It is a 
defective statute In that the seeds of 
most weeds and grasses are mature by 
the 1st of -August. Belter results 
would be secured were cuttings re 
quired June 15 and Kept. 15. nt which 
times most weeds would he laid low 
Just as they were ready to bead nut. 

| * Mrs. H. M. King of Texas 1 r said to 
be the largest landowner of her sex 
In the United States, her holdings 
reaching the enormous total of 1,470,- 
000 acres. She has a magnificent 
ranch home In Klugsvtlle, Tex. Most 
of her land Is valued at from $15 to 
$20 per acre, her total wealth.

The average 
numlter of eggs was 113. valued at 
$2.43. which left a net profit of $1.01 
for each hen. or an Income of $606 from 
i the entire flock.

People often wonder, particularly 
those who have traveled for hundreds 
of miles through the corn licit, what 
becomes of the enormous amount of 
corn which Is grown every year. The 
Crop Reporter for June seeks to an¬ 
swer this query. Rome of the statis¬ 
tics presented are of Interest. In the 
year 1899. when the total crop was 
2.666.000.0011 bushels. 241.000.000 bush 
els were consumed In flour and grist 
mill products. 8,000,000 bushels in the 
manufacture of starch, 9.000.000 for 
malt liquors. IT.OUi.OOO bushels In tbe 
prpduMinn of distilled liquor*. 40.000,- 
000 for glucose, 190.000.000 for ex|*Art 
and 13.000.000 for seed, making a total 
of 518.000.0o0 bushels, or 19 3 per cent 
of the entire crop. Tlie remaining 80.7 
per cent, or 2.148.000.1 MMl bushels, seems 
to have been used almost entirely for 
feeding pur,*>s**s. It Is an Interesting 
fact that almut 80 per cent of the 
corn crop grown, roughly the above 
amount, was shipped out of the coin* 
ties lu which It was grown. 

The 8t Petersburg Academy of 
Rclence has recently dispstrhed an ex¬ 
pedition Into a district In northern Si¬ 
beria for the piirttoae of excavating 
tbe remains of a mammoth which has 
been discovered 200 miles from the vil¬ 
lage of Kasarhla. The head nnd a 
part of one leg were exposed through 
the action of the water, and the foxes 
had begun to oat the flesh found ad¬ 
hering to the bones. The remains of 
tbe mammoth are to be transported 
over the first stages of the Journey bv 
fifty sleighs drawn by reindeer. Rus¬ 
sian scientists are much interested In 
the find, because the specimen now on 
exhibition lu the museum at St Peters¬ 
burg Is believed not to hive reached 
an age of more than twenty-five years. 
These mammoths are thought to have 
lived about 100.000 years ago. The re¬ 
mains of the first specimen discovered 
were In such a state of preservation 
that after being thawed, salted aud 
cooked portions of tbe flesh were 
actually eaien out of curiosity by some 
of the Russian scientists.

President Roosevelt, returning to 
Washington from Oyster Bay to re¬ 
sume his final season's work as presi¬ 
dent. Informally dedicated the new 
Union station, the “presidential sta¬ 
tion." During the absence of the chief 
magistrate from the capital the finish¬ 
ing touches have been put upon the 
great railway terminal. It has been 
called the presidential station be¬ 
cause. for the first time In an edifice 
of this kind. siiooial apartments have 
been set aside for the use of the presi¬ 
dent when he la beginning or ending a 
railroad Journey. 

The Presidential Station. 

Although the new station has many 
points of distinction, being, for In¬ 
stance, the largest and costliest rail¬ 
road terminal lu the world. Its most 
notable novelty is the presidential suit. 
Xo other ruler of a republic has ever 
had such facilities. Indeed, no for¬ 
eign sovereign has had apartments of 
equal luxury and convenience. 

The presidential apartments occupy 
the eastern end of this marble master-' 
piece and extend the full width of the 
building. At the southeast corner is 
the main entrance to the suit —an 
arched carriage portal of simple and 
Imposing architecture. The nature of 
the quarters is Indicated only by sculp- J 
ture over the doorway, representing 
the seal of the United States, surround¬ 
ed by flags. If preferred, entrance or 
egress may be bad on the east froDt 
where several floors o|>en from the 
apartments to h corridor or i>ortIco 
spacious enough to permit half a dozen 
carriages to be drawn up. 

The Reception Room 

The main entrance opens on a vesti¬ 
bule. This communicates with the 
main reception room, from which open 
most of the doers on the east front 
This reception room Is high eelllnged, 
almost as large as the historic east 
room at the White House and sug¬ 
gestive of that itlon in Its general di¬ 
mensions. It has a mosaic floor, and 
the fresco ornamentation and other 
decorations, widt h are very elaborate, • 
are in blue aud bold. 

The use lu thJ decorative scheme of 
the figure of the American eagle and 
♦lie shield with the stnrs and stripes 
conveys a hint is to the character of 
the room. The wfoodwork aiul furniture 
are of mahogany. The suit Is lighted 
by day by a row of large windows 
opening to the east. At night lwth con¬ 
cealed and exposed lights are utilized. 
Iu the reception room are three chau- 
delleru. and there are also eight mass¬ 
ive ornamental brackets on the side 
walls. 

Train Shed and Concourse. 

Through a vestibule-at the north end 1 
the presidential suit communicates 
with fbe train shed and concourse. This ' 
concourse Is 751 by 130 feet, large 
enough. It has l»een said, to accommo¬ 
date the entire standing army of the 
United States. Trains enter this $20.- 1 
000,000 station on thirty-three tra<ks. 
The presidential sjieclals will use the 
track at the eastern end of the yard 
nearest the state suit. That will re 
quire but ft short walk from cars to 
carriages for the presidential party. | 
Capitol Improvements 

Alterations and improvements In and 
almut the cnpitol and the house office 
building which Will cost about $150.. 
000 are lielng made under direction of : 
Sui>erlntendent Elliott Woods, who Is 
ryshlng the work so that it shall lie 
completed before congress convenes 
Dec. 7. 

For years the Inadequacy of the ele¬ 
vator service on the house side of the 
capitol has lieen a source of constant 
complaint during sessions. Throughout 
the last session this lack was greatly 
Increased by the occupancy for the 
first time of the house office building, 
the tenancy of whose rooms by repre- 
aenta fives. committees and clerical ] 
forces made a lot of travel through the

How to Warh Veils. 

If your white veil i. very much soil¬ 
ed It will not be a difficult matter to 
bring it back to its original uev uess. 
Make a strong lather of white soap 
and simmer the veil in it for about a 
quarter of an hour. Rinse It In cold 
water carefully with a little liquid 
bitting. You can also add perfume to 
this water. Pass the veil through a 
thin gum arable water, or wnter It 
which rise has been boiled, and clear 
it by shaking. Pin evenly on a linen 
cloth. When dry. lay between a piece 
of thin muslin and Iron on wrong side 
To wash your black veil pass It 
through hot wnter In which a small 
quantity of ox gall has been mixed, 
together with some perfume. Squeeze 
but do not rub.lt. Rluse In cold water, 
putting bluing lu the last rluse. Stiff 
en by dipping iu a very thin glue water 
made by pouring wnter on glue. 
Squeeze and shake out and dry and 
Iron on the wrong side, tbe same as 
tbe white veil.

When Cyan Bancroft, a young Vir- 
giniiin. we*ii to study at the Univer¬ 
sity of Heidelberg he promised his 
mother that he would never figly a 
duel. But Bancroft did uot consider it 
ne-essary to refrain from joining the 
fighting corps and engaging in harm¬ 
less eucouuters. Indeed, there was 
plenty of fighting material In him in¬ 
herited from bis progenitors, and this 
was why his mother bud exacted the 
promise. Her father had been killed 
in a duel, one of her brothers through 
reckless exposure In the civil war. 
while another hud been shot attempt¬ 
ing to defend a prisoner from a mob 
These shafts of death, striking so near 
her. caused her to brood and induced a 
fear that her only son should fall 
through u similar cause. 

Bancroft at Heidelberg proved so 
hnndj 1 with ail sorts of weapons as to 
distance all competitors save one. a 
young Englishman uameu Horcut.

Ban roft neither enred to give his 
true reason for not fighting nor be¬ 
lieved that It would lie accepted. It 
would have liecn accepted nnd he 
would have been respected for it if b<> 
could have satisfied the students of 
Its truth. In no country In the world 
are parents more beloved aud respect¬ 
ed than In Germany But to convincp 
a couple thousand of young men 
that die was not hiding behind his 
mother's skirts was out of the qnes 
tlon. 

So Bancroft finished his university 
career a cut man. though he was burn¬ 
ing to meet his adversary. When he 
wont home to Vlrgihia. - finding thru 
the story had preceded him and pryj 
udlcod some people against him. he 
went to the farther west and engaged 
In sheep raising.
